years of the present Administration, 
ending March 4, 1891, there were 2,- 
754 appointments made of Presiden- 
tial postmasters.

The 
whole number of Presidential offices in 
operation on March 4,1891, was, how- 
ever, 2899. At 290 of these-offices no 
chang'es cave ye't been 'made.

It appears that 
the wedding had originally been ar- 
ranged for several months aigo but for 
some reason was postponed!- 
Recent- 
ly Miss Lang had been sufie'ring Irora 
epilepsy, and as her wedding day ap- 
proached she became apprel>cnsive that 
she had belter not marry, and it is sup- 
posed that rather than ran'the risk of 
bfemg unhappy she decided to die. 
After taking the poison that%)ight the 
young woman calmly walked down 
stairs and tossed the empty F)0X to her 
father with the remark, «'I'vt^ taken all 
that was in that box." 
Mr. Lang sup- 
posed she was joking, as she turned 
al30ut as calmly as sue cjtme and re- 
turned to her room. 
She Was found 
dead next morning, and the^e was ev- 
ery evidence ot poison. ^ She was bur- 
ied in her bridal gown. 


The records of the Postoffice De- 
partment show that during the two 
years of the present Administration, 
ending March 4, 1891, there were 2,- 
754 appointments made of Presiden- 
tial postmasters. 
Of this num^ber 478 
were made upon resignations, ^65 were

whole number of Presidential offices in 
operation on March 4, 1891, was, how- 
ever, 2899. 
At 290 ot these offices Ao 
changes have yet been made. 
The 
apparent discrepancy which a compar* 
ison ot these figures show is accounted 
for by the fact that in some cases Pres- 
idential offices, where 
appointments 
had been made were afterward relegat- 
ed to the fourth class; some failed of 
confirmation, necessitating two appoint- 
ments, and at other offices two ap- 
pointments have been made during the 
present administration on account of 
death. 


A Grand Rapids, Mich., dispatch 
says that Hiram McConkey,of Spring- 
field, 
Jackson county, has been last 
asleep for 8 months. 
Last July he lost 
the power of speech, was taken sick,and 
went to bed, and has not spoken or 
opened his eyes since.

An exchange says: Now that our 
farmers are confronted with the fact 
that wheat growing is no longer profit- 
able and are studying the best methods 
by which to diversify the products of 
their land so as to bring in an increas- 
ed revenue and profit, we would sug- ' 
gest that in view of the fact that the 
supply of good maple sugar never equals 
the demand, it might be worth while 
to inquire if it would not pay to plant 1 
out maple orchards on cheap lands 
where it is known the trees will flour- 
ish. 
It is about time we are having ; 
an eye to the future, and a few thrifty 
sugar groves would not be a bad in- 
heritance to leave to the coming gen- 
eration. 
A good tree on good ground 
should yield from three to five pounds 
of sugar, worth from ten to twelve 
cents a pound, or say twenty cents per 
pound. 
Whether it will pay depends 
much upon the number of trees and 
their proximity to each other. 
When 
they are widely scattered the sap can- 
not be handled to such good advant- 
age, nor so cheaply. 
Many of the 
best New England sugar groves con- 
tain from 100 to 150 trees per acre, 
giving an annual income of $50 per 
acre.

CUT AXD GKOCXD FOOD. 


The farmer who has never used a 


fodder cutter and wb.3 feeds whole grain 
would do well to make an experiment in 
the use of cut and ground food. If he 
does not find that one-third of the fodder 
and grain is saved, and that the animals 
do better when thus fed, it will be be- 
cause he wastes food by giving more 
than the animals can consume. Cut feed 
and clean troughs, with just appetite 
sufficient to take a little more, is the best 
for the stock and for the owner, and 
where only ten or twelve head are fed, 
the saving in the first year will pay for 
the cutter and a mill to grind the grain.

It is likely also that these 
stocks when grafted are longer in com- 
ing into bearing than stocks raised from j 
cultivated fruit of the highest quality ' 
would be.

EOW TO ilAJCE PIGS PAT. 


Swine may be made the most profit- 


able of farm stock. 
Their productive- 


ness is amazing if counted up for a few- 
years. A sow well cared for will pro- 
duce two litters of from seven to ten 
pigs each every year, and what the total 
number would be at the end of five years, 
allowing one-half of the pigs to be sows, 
we leave for some of our young friends 
who have mathematical faculties to cal- 
culate and inform us for the benefit of 
other readers. These pigs—say, sixteen 
for the two litters—may easily be made 
to weisih 200 pounds each when a year 
old, so that one sow will yield her owner 
3200 pounds of pork every year for five 
or six: years, equal to from 10.000 to 20,- 
000 pounds of pork for her contribution 
during her useful life. 
But it is very 


rarely that the pigs are ever looked upon 
3.$ worthy of much careful regard. They 
are more commonly treated as the weeds 
of the farm stock, prolific, crowing 
without care and in spite of neglect. It 
would not be advisable to increase their 
number, but it is advisable to Increase 
their value, by lessening the number and 
improving the keeping of them.

pigs of 100 pounds each are much less 
profitable than five of 200 pounds each, 
and one well kept sow is worth more 
than twice as much as two ill kept ones 
which produce each one litter in the 
year. To reduce the store stock oac- 
half and treat these twice as well would 
treble tha profit from the year's in- 
creases. 


A VAiCABLE TEES WASH. 


About two years ago, writes a Missour* 


subscriber, I cut a receipt for a tree 
wash from your valuable paper, and it 
has kept my trees clean of bugs and 
worms; in fact, I could not do without 
it, as the borers do not trouble the trees, 
and I think you ought to publish it again 
for the beneSt of those of your readers 
who have not tried it. I copy it ver- 
batim: 


"Take stone lime, slack and prepare 
as for aa ordinary whitewash, in an 


old barrel or box. Take enough au a 
time to make a backet two-thirds full of 
the proper consistency for ordinary 
whitewashing- 
Xow add one pint of 


gas tar, one pound of whale-oil soap dis- 
solved in hot water, or one pound of 
potash, or strong lye from wood ashes, 
then add clay or loam enough to make 
the bucket lull of the wash of proper 
thickness to be applied with a whitewash 
brush. 
If the trees have had the earth 


ridged up around them, take the earth 
away from around the collar and apply 
the wash to the root of the trees from the 
limbs to the ground or down to the 
roots. 


"Its advantages are, first, it will de- 


stroy the bark louse, and give the trees a 
bright, clear and healthy appearance. 
Second, this wash will drive all borers 
thar may be in the trees and the moth 
will not deposit eggs on or about the 
trees the same season the wash is used. 


All who grow apple, peach, dwarf 


pear, quince and ash trees, should use 
this wash; don't fail to use it because not 
patented and sold at a high price. I 
have known cases where peach trees have 
been badly affected by the borer; they 
have all left and the trees become healthy 
and vigorous with one application of this 
wash. 


Again, mice and rabbits will not

Apply in Hay for borers and general 
benefit to the trees, and in late autumn 
as a preventive against mice and rabbits.

OtJT AND GKOUND FOOD. 


Tho farmer who has never used n 
fodder cutter aud who feeds whole grain 
would do well to make an experiment in 
the use of cut and ground food. 
If he 
does not find that one-third of the fodder 
and grain 33 saved, and that the animals 
do better when thus fed, it will be be- 
cause he wastes food by giving more 
than the animals can consume. Cut feed 
and clean troughs, with just appetite 
sufficient to take a little more, is the best 
for the stock and for tho owner, and 
where only ten or twelve head are fed, 
the saving in the first year will pay for 
the cutter aud a mill to grind the grain,

SEEDLING VAniETIES OF FUÜIT. 


The dependence on nurseries rather 
than on home-grown fruits diminishes 
the chance for finding new and valuable 
seedling varieties. 
Occasionally a graft 
or bud fails, and the natural sprout tak- 
ing its place is supposed to be the im- 
proved variety until it gets into bearing. 
Unless these instances are wrongly re- 
ported, ft larger proportion of seedling 
fruit has considerable more value than is 
often thought. 
The proportion would 
be Ftill larger if seeds Irom only the best 
of fruit grown in years favorable for its 
highest excellence were used for raising 
nursery stock. 
Tho plan of many nur- 
serymen is, however, to get apple seeds 
from the refuse of cider pomace, in which 
only small and inferior fruit is used for 
grinding. 
In this way they claim to get 
more vigorous stocks, but it is at the ex- 
pense of fruit. It is likely also that these 
stocks when grafted arc longer in com- 
ing into bearing than stocks raised from 
cultivated fruit of the highest quality 
would be.—Boston Cultivator,

Sassafras timber is con- 
sidered as the next durable to locust, aud 
red cedar about the same. 
All timber is 
improved in durability by seasoning, and 
is better still if saturated with hot slack- 
ing lime. 
Posts are limed in this man- 
ner: A pit three feet deep is dug and six 
inches of fresh lime is spread in the bot- 
tom; the posts are set on end close to- 
gether and small lime is filled in between 
them for one foot. Water is then jDoured 
in to lill the pit. 
This slakes the lime, 
which swells and fills the space between 
the posts. 
The heat engendered drives 
out the moisture from the timber, and as 
the lime cools the posts absorb it. 
Thus^ 
the albumen of tiie wood, which is the 
part which causes decay, is hardened aud 
made much Isss perishable. After steep- 
ing two or three weeks they arc ready 
for use. 
The bark should be peeled be- 
fore the posts are limed. 
If posts are 
set with broken stone and the lime from 
the pit and the filling 33 well rammed in 
the hole, they are made still more dur- 
able, or the stone may quite as well be 
left without any filling, but should be 
Avell rammed,—New York llines. 


A VALUABLE TREE 
WASH. 


About two years ago, writes a Missour* 
subscriber, I cut a receipt for a tree 
wash from your valuable jiaper, and it 
has kept my trees clean of bugs an^ 
worms; in fact, I could not do without 
it, as the borers do not trouble the trees, 
and I think you ought to publish it again 
for the benefit of those of your readers 
who have not tried it. 
I copy it ver- 
batim : 


'•Take stone lime, slack aud prepare 
it as for au ordinary whitewash, in an 
old barrel or box. 
Take enough at a 
time to make a bucket two-thirds full of 
the proper consistency for 
ordinary 
whitewashing. 
Now add ono pint of 
gas tar, one po\md of whale-oil soap dis- 
solved in hot water, or ono pound of 
potash, or strong lye from wood ashes, 
then add clay or loam enough to make 
tho bucket lull of the wash of proper 
thickness to be applied with a whitewash 
brush. 
If the trees have had the earth 
ridged up around them, take tho earth 
away from around the collar and apply 
the wash to the root of the trees from tho 
limbs to the ground or down to tho 
roots. 


*'Its advantages are, first, it will de- 
stroy the bark louse, and give the trees a 
bright, clear and healthy appearance. 
Second, this wash will drive all borers 
that may be in the trees and the moth 
will not deposit eggs on or about tho 
trees the same season the wash is used. 


All who grow apple, peach, dwarf 
pear, quince and ash trees, should uso 
this wash; don't fail to use it because not 
patented and sold at a high price. 
I 
have known cases where peach trees have 
been badly affected by the borer; they 
have all left and the trees become healthy 
aud vigorous with one ai^plication of thia 
wash. 


Again, mice and rabbits will not 
girdle trees where this wash is used. 
Apply in May for borers and general 
benetit to the trees, and in late autumn 
as a preventive against mice and rabbits. 
Use this wash annually. 
Gas tar applied 
pure will kill trees."—Fam, Field and

n o w TO MAKE PIGS 
VAT, 


Swine may be made the most profit- 
able of fann stock. 
Their productive- 
ness is amazing if counted up for a few 
years. 
A sow well cared for will pro- 
duce two litters of from seven to ten 
pigs each every year, and what the total 
number would be at the end of five years-, 
allowing one-half of the pigs to be sows, 
we leave for some of our young friends 
who have mathematical faculties to cal- 
culate and inform us for the benefit of 
other readers. 
These pigs—say, sixteen 
for tho two litters—may easily be made 
to weiq:h 200 pounds each when a year 
old, so that one sow will yield her owner 
3200 pounds of pork every year for five 
or eix years, equal to from 10,000 to 20,- 
000 pounds of pork for her contribution 
during her useful life. 
But it is very 
rarely that the pigs are ever looked upon 
as worthy of much careful regard. They 
are more commonly treated as the weeds 
of the farm stock, prolific, growing 
without care and in spite of neglect. 
It 
would not be advisable to increase their 
number, but it is advisable to increase 
their value, by lessening the number aud 
improving tho keeping of them. 
Ten 
l)igs of 100 pounds each are much less 
profitable than five of 200 pounds each, 
and one M*ell kept sow is worth more 
than twice as much as two ill kept ones 
which produce each one litter in the 
year. 
To reduce the store stock onp- 
iialf and treat these twice as well would 
treble the profit from tho year's in- 
creases.

Anyone who has attended a dairy con- 
vention, or who carefully follows tho 
dairy literature of tho day, must have 
comc to realize that milk testing is the 
leading question before our dairymen. 
The rank injustico of paying for jnilk or 
dividing money between patrons on the 
pounds delivered basis has been tolerated 
only because it could not be avoided. 
When the system of paying for milk 
upon weight is new in 0 communUyi it 
works fairly well for a shore time, but 
soon patrons learn to take advantage, 
and the result is that as timo goes on 
more and more milk is required to make 
a pound of butter or cheese. 
Of course, 
there are always a few who water or 
skim; these aro occasionally caught aud 
fined or oxi>clled, but tho difficulty does 
not end here, for there are other ways of

A good strong milker ought to milk 
ten cows in an hour, but he has not time 
to carry the milk to the dairy. 


Give your cows a tablespoonful of salt 
once a day in their mess of miU-feed; it 
will keep them in good health. 


Clean your cow with brush or clotli 
before you milk; perfect cleanliness is 
most essential to perfect dairying. 


Farmers cannot afford to manage their 
business by guess work, 
The maigin of 
profit on their products is too small to 
admit of it.

SHEEP TONGUES WITH ORANGES. 


Procure six pickled tongues; boil them 
in water fifteen minutes; lift them out, 
place them on a dish, having trimmed 
them well, and pour over a thin coating 
of brown sauce; set »aside in a warm 
place, and add to the liquor in which 
the tongues have been boiled a little broth 
or consomme; boil, and strain this into a 
smaller saucepan; add two tablcspoon- 
'fulsof vinegar, two of currant jelly, and 
set side of tho range to clarify by gentle 
ebullition. 
Ten minutes before serving 
thicken with a little corn starch and add 
three sour oranges cut into small portions 
and freed of their Skins and seeds; dress 
the oranges around the tongues and pour 
the sauce over. 


HOT SLAW. 


Cut wibh a krout cutter or a very 
sharp knife a hard head of cabbage; if 
with a knife, take pains to shave very 
fine, salt and pepper it to taste; put a 
half teacup of butter (more if tho cab- 
bage is large) into a frying-pan; when 
hot put in the cabbage and turn it over 
quickly_till the butter is all through tho 
cabbage; it should not take more than a 
minute. 
Have ready a teacupful of 
sweet cream; put this in, stir briskly not 
more than another minute, then put in 
half a cup of good vinegar, stir again 
and take up. 
It should be over a quick 
fire, should not be left while cooking, 
should be finished in three to five min- 
utes after putting on the stove, and is 
best eaten at once, though very good 
cold.—Farm^ Field and Stockman, 


DAINTY DISH OP MARROW FAT. 


A gentleman quite skilled in cookery 
says that ono of the most delicate and 
daintiest of breakfast dishes may bo 
made of marrow fat. 
It is chopped and 
boiled for one minute in salted boiling 
water, then drained and heated again 
with a tablcsi^oonful of chopped parsley, 
the juice of a lemon, and a seasoning of 
salt and pepper, while two or three slices 
of dclicato toast are made, upon which 
the marrow is served. 
Or another way 
is to mince it and quickly heat it, with 
salt and pepper and enough cold gravy 
to moisten it, and then serve it on' toast. 
Although marrow is twenty-five to thir- 
ty-five cents a pound, he considers it a 
cheap breakfast, as he buys a long mar- 
row-bone which costs only ten cents. Ho 
has the bone divided with the saw in 
pieces two or three inches long, and 
these in turn so split apart with tho 
cleaver as to permit the marrow to bo 
taken out in unbroken portions. 
This 
marrow-bone contains 
about 
half 
a 
pound of marrow, and for this breakfast 
dish of toast only half of that is needed. 
After all the marrow has been extracted 
that can be taken from the bono in good 
sized pieces, there will still enough cling 
to it to make a soup. 
So out of a tea 
cent marrow-bone ho gets two breakfast 
dishes and at least one savory soup, 
which

and especially to its Grand Army 
members. It is proposed that Penn- 
sylvania contribute statues of Meade, 
Reynolds, and Hancock, and the sta- 
tues of Howard, Slocum, Sickles, 
Sykes, Sedgwick, and pleasantoa be 
contributed by the States to which 
they are respectively accrev ved That 
Pennsylvania's share of the expense is 
relatively large is due to the pre-em- 
inent part which she had in that bat- 
tle, and should be a source of pride 
and not of cavil. Though there is an- 
other statue to Reynolds on the field 
of Gettysburg, there is none of the 
State's erecting, and even if there 
were it would be no reason for ob- 
jecting to a grand monument which 
shall include all the leading Union 
commanders in a group, as contem- 
plated in the pending bill.—Phila. 
Press.

A PECULIAR CASE. 


I haven't a Mfc of patience with that 


class of men who are always shaking 
their heads in a solemn way and de- 
claring that many an innocent man has 
been sent to State Prison on circum- 
stantial evidence- Such instances have 
been known, of course, but they are 
very rare, and it is then the fault of the 
accused. I am about to narrate the par- 
ticulars of a case which excited wide- 
spread interest in 1S63, and I ask the 
reader to follow the situations closely, 
and to see what curious combinations 
can arise through circumstances. 


James Stowe was a merchant in Hie 


village of G 
, Illinois. 
He hac 


been there fifteen years. 
He was a 


church member, had no vices, and while 
accounted rather close-fisted, he was said 


mystery occurred he had taken a boy 
named Robert Lisle into his "home, the 
bov being an orphan and bis nephew. 
Bob, as we all called him, was thirteen 
vears old when he came. He went into 
the store as a clerk, and a bed-room was 
made for >"rn up stairs. 


I was a boy of Bob's age, and: we came

letective, who happened in the town 
that same dav, looked the ground over 
and declared the arrest to be a slick 
ob.There had not only beea a robbery, 
mfc murder had been done, and there 
•was no doubt that both deeds had been 
accomplished by the same hand. Every- 
body turned out to look for Bob Lisle's 
x>dv, and evervspot where it could have 
>een concealed" within a radius of three 
miles was carefully examined. It could 
not be found, butthis fact only strength- 
ened the general belief in the deserter's 
guilt. He had, by the by, given his 
name as William Davis, and had vigor- 
ously and continually asserted his in- 
nocence of any crime whatever. A war- 
rant had been issued, charging Mm with 
robbery and murder, and inside of a 
week he had been examined and held to 
the higher court without bail. 


On the verv dav that this ocurred a 


Down-East Yankee with a patent chura 
arrived in town, and, of course, he soon 
heard all about the mystery. To every- 
bodv's surprise he declared Davis inno- 
cent, and arsued as follows:

I had no malice and no 
thought of burting him. I struck the 
jlov/on the impulse of the moment." 


When, he came to trial a plea of "not 


charge Bob 


some money, but the boy vigor- 


ously denied it. 
After the whipping 


Stowe told three different customers that 
he had caught the-ftoy stealing, but sup- 
pressed the fact that he had wMpped 
Mm. I saw Bob about an hour after the 
affair, and he made his denial in such a 
manner that I felt sure of his innocence. 
I then advised him to run away, but as I 
had no money to give Mm, and as he

morning "the mystery" opened with a 
grand blast of trumpets. Bob Lisle hac 
disappeared during the night, and the 
safe, had been robbed of Chadwick's 
$2000. 
Investigation heightened the 


dvstery. 


"There was blood on Bob's pillow. 
A 


trail of blood led from his bedside to 
the back door of the store. The safe 
had been opened in the regular way, and 
Stowe claimed that §400 of his money 
had gone with Chadwick's. 
The town 


was at once alive, aad the village con- 
stable proved Ms enthusiasm and worth 
by arresting two stiangers. One soon 
identified himself as an honest man, 
•while the other admitted that he was a 
deserter from the army and a tramp. 
On searcMng him 6120 in greenbacks 
was found in one of his" pockets. 
He 


declared that he found this money in 
the alley in the rear of Stowe's store 
that morning about daylight, he having 
passed_the jiight in ^a store .shed further 


WMle the heroic constables and others 


were digesting the above, the Yankee 
was turning tMngs over in Ms mind and 
preparing to add: 


'What object to kill the boy, or even 


to arouse him? And, if killed, where is 
the bodv! Why should the robber have 
carried ifc away ac all? If Davis is the 
robber, there" must have been blood 
spots on his clotMng. What did he 
do with the balance of the money? 
Where did he get his key to enter? 
How did he learn the combination of the 
safe?" 
This line of reasoning upset everybody, 


and it no sooner reached the ears of 
Stowe than he suggested the arrest of 
the Yankee as an accessory. It was not 
done, but the latter heard of it and re- 
plied : 


"Investigate Sfcowe. He knows more 


about this than the deserter does-!" 


His suggestion turned public attention- 


and suspfcion in another direction, and 
it was not long before some curious re- 
sults were forthcoming. 
I gave out the 


information, that I saw him in the alley 
at about nine o'clock of the night of the 
crime. The village .blacksmith^ then 
came forward and said he saw Mm on 
the street half an Lour later, and that 
Sfcowe dodged past Mm and did not re- 
turn Ms salutation. The Mred girl at 
Stowe's house declared that he went out 
ust before nine o'clock and did not re- 
urn until ten. It was so unusual for 
lim to go out of an evening alone that 
he particularly noticed Ms going. Three 
or four of us boys told how Bob had 
jeen beaten and misused, and so it came 
ibout that wMle the deserter was not re- 
eased, Stowe was arrested. His story was 
that he had caught Bob pilfering from 
;be money drawer on several occasions, 
and that on the day of the murder aad 
robberv he had laid a trap for Mm and 
caught him taking $5. He-said he had 
a feelinc- when, he got home that he had 
neglected to close thesafe-door, and that 
lehad returned to make certain on this 
point. After finding that everything 
wasallrishthe had stopped to put up 
some goods left on the counter, and had 
then returned home. 
He denied being 


in the alley at the hour I thought I saw 
Mm, or ofmfeeting the blacksmith.^ 


A new and more vigorous search was 


made for the body, but no trace of it 
could be found. During this time a citi- 
zen picked up a ten-dollar bill in the 
rear of the store, and everybody at once 
declared that the deserter must have tolc 
ths truth. When the man who robbsc 
the safe went out by "the back door he 
must have lost Ms grip on the money 
and the wind had scattered, some of it. ^ 
The case against Davis was dropped') 
when called before the higher court, and 
Stowe was p&t on trial for robbery. 
Everybody now believed him guilty of 
the murder of the boy, but as the body 
coujd not be found this charge was. not 
included. Search was made high and 
low for the money, but it could not be 
found. The general idea was that he 
buried" the body somewhere in the vil- 
lage, and concealed all traces. 


'just previous to the trial 3Irs. Stowe 


admitted that when her husband came 
home Ms coat was covered with dust; 
he was pale and nervous; one of his fin- 
gers was bleeding from a cut, and that 
he sat up for an hour after she had re- 
tired. It was farther discovered that 
Ms business affairs had gone wrong, and 
that two creditors were pressing, him for 
payment of debts. All in all, a _ pretty 
good case was made out against birr., but 
he had a surprise in store for the public. 
When called upon to plead he answered 
""Sot guilty" to the charge of robbery, 
but desired to plead guilty to the accusa- 
tion of having murdered the boy. 
This 


took everybody aback, of course, and 
they had no more pi oofs in the one case 
than in the other, the charge of robbery 
was .dropped and be was arraigned on 
the other. On the stand he told the 
story as follows: 


"I had discovered that Bob was a 


thief, and had punished him several 


was'pronouncedguilty and got a sentence 
of fifteen years. After ifc was over pub- 
lic opinion whipped about,as it generally 
" s', and every person felt sorry for the 
man. He went to prison, saying that it 
was a just punishment, and it was a year 
and a half before the real climar came. 
One morning Bob Lisle walked into town 
as cool as you please, and when he had 
satisfied us that he was no ghost he told 
his story as follows: 


On the night of the murder he had 


hardly got to bed when he had nose- 
bleed. ~He was down stairs to look for 
water when his uncle came in. and 
opened the safe and removed the money. 
He did not see Bob at all, but; after 
hanging around for a spell left by the 
back door, falling out of it as he went. 
In this way he got the dust on his coat, 
and at the same time lefc go of some of 
the monev.

robbery,and suspecting that ifc was a put- 
up job" to get him sent to prison, he de- 
termined to run away. He took two or 
three dollars left in the money drawer, 
bandied up something to eat, and when 
morning came was miles away. For- up- 
ward of a year he had been running on a 
steamboat. 
One day he had heard two 


passengers talking of the case, aad when 
he discovered that- he was supposed to 
have been murdered he at once started 
for prison to clear his uncle. Stowe was 
in State Prison, as you know. 
When 


told that the boy had returned alive and 
well, he was all broken up. When Bob 
was taken to the prison his uncle had 
nothing to say. 


Well, aa a matter of course, steps were 


taken to secure Stowe's pardon, and it 
was soon granted. Then came the question" 
of trving him for the robbery, but various 
delays occurred, and Ms lawyers ad- 
vanced various technical objections, and 
;he case finally petered out. He dlsap- 
jeared, going to Australia, and ifc was 
;wo or three years later when the final 
particulars came to light. He had been 
Boarding his cash for three or four years, 
calculating to skip out. He had robbed 
;he safe and buried the money in Ms cel- 
ar, and he fully intended to .accuse Bob 
of the crime- He suspected that Bob had 
run awav, and therefore accused .Mm self 
of the alleged murder to cover no the 
other crime. After he had skipped,, 
leaving his family without a dollar, a 
treat manv of Ms dishonest transactions 
came to light, and it became plain to 
evervbody'that he was a rascal in dis-

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I haven't a bit of patience with that 
class of men "who are always 
shaking 
their heads in a solemn way and de- 
claring tliat many an innocent man has 
been sent to State Prison on circum- 
stantial evidence. 
Such instances have 
been known, of course, but they are 
very rare, and it is then the fault of the 
accused. I am about to narrate the par- 
ticulars of a case which excited wide- 
spread interest in 1863, and I ask the 
reader to follow the situations closely, 
and to seo what curious combinations 
can arise through circumstances. 
James Stowe was a merchant in the 


village of G 
, Illinois. 
He had 


been there fifteen years. 
He was a 
church member, had no vices, and while 
accounted rather close-fisted, he was said 
to be strictly honest. A year before the 
mystery occurred he had t^ken a boy 
named Robert Lisle into his home, the 
boy being an orphan and his nephew. 
Bob, as we all called him, was thirteen 
years old when he came. He went into 
the store as a clerk, and a bed-room was 
made for him up stairs. 


I was a boy of Bob's age, and' wo came 
to be chums. It thus came about that I 
learned the cause of certain welts and 
bruises on his legs and body. His uncle, 
while pretending to feel a great interest 
in his welfare, and while speaking to 
him in the kindest manner before others, 
was beating him on the slightest excuse, 
and seeking to make the place so warm 
for him that he would run away. 
Some 
' boys would have gone, but Bob hadn't 
the courage to get up and face the world 
without a shilling in his pocket. 


On the afternoon of the 23d day of 
' June, 1863, as was sworn to in court, I 
i -was in the alley back of the store, and I 
i heard Stowe whipping Bob in the store- 
, room. I heard him charge Bob with 
I stealing some money, but the boy vigor- 
ously denied it. After tho whipping 
Stowe told three different customers that 
he had caught the-boy stealing, but sup- 
pressed the fact that ho had whipped 
him. I saw Bob about an hour after the 
affair, and he made his denial in such a 
manner that I felt sure of his innocence. 
I then advised him to run away, but as I 
had no money to give him, and as he 
had not a penny of his own, he did not 
think it best to go. He wanted me to 
come and share his bed with him that 
night, as I had often done before, but a 
circumstance prevented. 
Stowe saw us 
together, and ordered me away from the 
store. 


At seven o'clock that evening a man 
named Chadwick arrived in the village 
from Chicago to visit a sister. 
He had 
82UU0 in money with him, and he asked 
Stowe to keep it in his safe over night. 
At eight o'clock the store was closed and 
Stowe went home. At nine o'clock I 
left homo to go to tho store, calculating 
to call Bob up by throwing pebbles 
against his window, a signal often made 
before. As I passed the alley I saw a 
man skulk away. I afterward swore in 
court that 1 believed this man to be 
Stowe. 
The sigjit of him frightened me, 
and I returned home at once. 
Next 
morning **the mystery" opened with a 
grand blast of trumpets. 
Bob Lisle had 
disappeared during tho night, and tho 
safe, hud been robbejd of Chadv/ick's 
|i5iOOU» 
Investigation heightened the 
mystery. 


There was blood on Bob's pillow. 
A 
trail of blood led from his bedside to 
the back door of the store. The safe 
had been opened in the regular way,iind 
Stowe claimed that $100 of his money 
had gone with Ohadwick's. 
Tho town 
was at once alive, and tho vijlage con- 
stable proved his enthusiasm and wovth 
by arresting two stiangers. 
One soon 
identified himself as an honest man, 
while tho other admitted that he was a 
deserter from tho army and a tramp. 
On searching him ^VZO in greenbacks 
was found in one of hiff pockets. 
Ho 
declared that he found this money in 
tho alley in tho rear of Stowe's Btoro 
that morning about daylight, he having 
jpassed tho sight in % »tore 
furthi^r 


down the alley. If ho expected any ono 
to believe such a thin story as that he 
was sadly taken back. 
It was believd 
by all that tho right man had been 
arrested, and the constable at once be- 
came tho hero of tho hour. 
A Chicago 
detective, who happened in tho town 
that samo day, looked tho ground over 
and declared tho arrest to be a slick 
job. 


There had not only been a robbery, 
but murder bad been done, and there 
was no doubt that both deeds had been 
accomplished by the same hand. 
Every- 
body turned out to look for Bob Lisle's 
body, and every spot where it could have 
been concealed within a radius of three 
miles was carefully examined. It could 
not bo found, but this fact only strength- 
ened the general belief in tho deserter's 
guilt. He had, by the by, given his 
name as William Davis, and had vigor- 
ously and continually asserted his in- 
nocence of any crime whatever. A war- 
rant had been issued, charging him with 
robbery and murder, and inside of a 
week he had been examined and hold to 
the higher court without bail. 


On the very day that this ocurred a 
Down-East Yankee with a patent churn 
arrived in town, and, of course, he soon 
heard all about tho mystery. To every- 
body's surprise he declared Davis inno- 
cent, and argued ns follows: 


"How was the store entered? 
As the 
doors and windows were all right, it 
must havo been entered by one of the 
doors, -with a key. How was the safe 
robbed? 
By some ono who knew the 
combination and opened it. Tiio boy 
was up-stairs—the safe down stairs. 
What need to meddle with the boy at 
all?" 


While the heroic constables and others 
were digesting the above, tho Yankee 
was turning things over in his mind and 
preparing to add : 


"What object to kill tho boy, or even 
to arouse him? 
And, if killed, where is 
the body I Why should the robber have 
carried it away at allT If Davis is the 
robber, there must have been blood 
spots on his clothing. 
What did he 
do with the balance of tho money? 
Where did he get hia key to enter? 
How did he learn the combination of tho 
safe?" 


This line of reasoning upset everybody, 
and it no sooner reached the ears of 
Stowe than he suggested tho arrest of 
the Yankee as an accessory. It was not 
done, but the latter heard of it and re- 
plied : 


"Investigate Stowe. 
He knows more 
about this than the deserter doesl" 


His suggestion turned public attention- 
and suspicion in another direction, and 
it was not long before some curious re- 
sults were forthcoming. 
I gave out the 
information that I saw him in the alley 
at about nine o'clock of the night of the 
crime. The village .blacksmith 
then 
Cfime forward and said ho saw him on 
the street half an hour later, and that 
Stowe dodged past him and did not re- 
turn his salutation. The hired girl at 
Stowe's house declared that ho went out 
just before nine o'clock and did not re- 
turn until ten. It was so unusual for 
him to go out of an evening alone that 
she particularly noticed his going. Three 
or four of us boys told how Bob had 
been beaten and misused, and so it came 
about that while the deserter was not re- 
leased, Stowe was arrested. His story was 
that he had caught Bob pilfering from 
the money drawer on several occasions, 
and that on the day of the murder and 
robbery he had laid a trap for him and 
caught him taking $5. 
He-said he had 
a feeling when he got home that he had 
neglected to close the safe-door, and that 
he had returned to make certain on this 
point. 
After finding that everything 
was all right he had stopped to put up 
some goods left on the counter, and had 
then returned home. 
He denied being 
m the alley at the hour I thought I saw 
him, or of nieeting the blacksmith. 


A new and more vigorous search was 
made for tho body, but no trace of it 
could bo found. During this time a citi- 
zen picked up a ten-dollar bill in the 
rear of the store, and everybody at once 
declared that the deserter must have told 
the truth. 
When the man who robbed 
the safe went out by the back door he 
must havo lost his grip on the money, 
and the wind had scattered some of it. 
The case against Davis wai dropped' 
when called before the higher court, and 
Stowo was ptit on trial for robbery. 
Everybody now believed him guilty of 
the murder of the boy, but as the body 
could not be found this charge was. not 
included. 
Search was made high and 
low for the money, but it could not be 
found. Tho general idea was that lie 
buried' tho body somewhere in the vil- 
lage, and concealed all traces. 


Just previous to tho trial Mrs. Stowe 
admitted that when her husband came 
homo his coat was covered with dust; 
ho was pale and nervous; one of his fin- 
gers was bleeding from a cut, and that 
he sat up for an hour after she had re- 
tired, It was fartiier diecovered that 
his business affairs had gone wrong, and 
that two creditors were preasii^. hiqi for 
payment of debts. All inall7a pretty 
good case was mi^de out agumst him, but 
he had a surprise in store for the public. 
AVhen called upon to plead he answered 
"Not guilpy" to the charge of robbery, 
but desired to plead guilty to the accusa- 
tion of having murdered the boy. 
This 
took everybody aback, of course, and i^s 
they had no more pioofsin tho one case' 
than in the other, the charge of robbery 
was .dropped and ho was arraigned on 
tho other. On the stand he told the 
story as iollows: 


" I had discovered that Bob was a 
thief^ and had punished him several 


times for stealing. I had punished him 
on this day. 
When I returned to tho 
store in tho evening I went up to his 
room to have a talk with him. 
Ho was 
impudent, and I struck »him a blow and 
broke his neck. I then carried tho body 
to tho river and flung it in, and iho rei^- 
son you didn't find it was because it 
floated away with tho currcnt. I am 
very sorry. I had no malico and no » 
thought of hurting him. I struck tho 
blow on the impulse of the moment." 


When he came to trial a plea of "not 
guilty" wa?, of course, entered, but his ; 
lawyer made little or no effect, and ho- 
was pronounced guilty and got a sentence 
of fifteen years. 
After it was over pub- 
lic opinion whipped about,as it generally 
does, and every person felt sorry for tho 
man. 
He went to prison, saying that it 
was a just punishment, and it was a year 
and a half before the real climax came. 
One morning Bob Lisle walked into town 
as cool as you please, and when he had 
satisfied us that ho was no ghost he told 
his story as follows: 


On tho night of the murder he had 
hardly got to bed when ho had nose- 
bleed. 
He was down stairs to look for 
water 
when his uncle came in and 
opened the safe and removed the money. 
Ho did not see Bob at all, but after 
hanging around for a spell left by tho 
back door, falling out of it as ho went. 
In this way he got the dust on his coat, 
and at the same time let go of some of 
the money. 
Bob realized that it was a 
robbery,and suspecting that it was a put- 
up job to get him sent to prison, he de- 
termined to run away. He took two or 
three dollars left in the money drawer, 
bundled up something to eat, and when 
morning came was miles away. 
For up- 
ward of a year he had been running on a 
steamboat. 
Ono day he had heard two 
passengers talking of the Case, and when 
he discovered that he was supposed to 
have been murdered he at once started 
for prison to clear his uncle. 
Stowo was 
in State Prison, as you know. 
When 
told that the boy had returned alive and 
well, he was all broken up. When Bob 
was taken to the prison his uncle had 
nothing to say. 


Well, as a matter of course, steps were 
taken to secure Stowe's pardon, and it 
was soon granted. Then came the question 
of trying him for the robbery, but various 
delays occurred, and his lawyers ad- 
vanced various technical objections, and 
the case finally petered out. He disap- 
peared, going to Australia, and it was 
two or three years later when tho final 
particulars came to light. He had been 
hoarding his cash for three or four years, 
calculating to skip out. Ho had robbed 
the safe and buried the money in his cel- 
lar, and he fully intended to accuse Bob 
of the crime. 
Ho suspected that Bob had 
runaway, and therefore accused himself 
of the alleged murder to cover up tho 
other crime. 
After ho had skipped,, 
leaving his family without a dollar, a 
great many of his dishonest transactions 
came to light, and it became plain to 
everybody that ho was a rascal in dis- 
guise; 


While I .do not deny, as I told you 
at the outset, that a man entirely inno- 
cent of a certain crime may be sent to 
prison as guilty of it, it can scarcely hap-; 
pen if ho is an honest man and above 
suspicion. 
His conduct must be against 
him as an innocent man. 
Circumstances 
—such as being seen near the place of 
crime, betraying guilt when accosted, 
being unable to make satisfactory an- 
swers, etc.—go a long ways where direct 
proof is lacking, and I think I am safe in 
saying that the man who has been found 
innocent of the crime for which he was 
hung or sent to prison was.gullty of some- 
thing else of a serious nature which he 
was seeking to hide at the time,—New 
York Sun.

There is probably no richer field in the

•country. On the north bank of the Yu- 
kon to the ocean every pond and lake, 
slough and swamp is fairly alive with 
members of the feathered family. Cape 
iis'ourae cliffs, rearing their rocky ac- 
tivities from 300 to 600 fees above the 
sea, are a wonderful sight in the early 
•summer. 
Myriads of gulls of every 


•species, auks, terns end old squaw ducks 
have their nests planted upoa every little 
Tock platform on the face of these elms 
where a space is obtainable. Thus planted 
the nests and their contents aie entirely 
secure from any spoliation by either man 
or fox. Before the ice leaves the shore 
line or even breaks up in the month of 
Mav the adult birds begin to arrive, and 
soou the pairing- and nesting commence. 
The young are bom early in June and 
•make their first nights toward the end of 
-July. Scores of the ivory burgomaster 
and" other types of gull are to be seen fly- 
ing far over the leads in the ice, grace- 
fully peising in midair over the patches
